street and runs north on Broadway 
to its northern terminus. The length of 
the road is seven and one-half miles. The 
road, while not paying rich cash dividends, 
stillearns good money. Inthe years 1854-5-6 
it carried 17,137,329 passengers, and during 
the year en tp tune te, 1887, it carried ty 
847 passengers, showing an increase of 416, 
over the three previous years. The franchise 
has been extended by the Municipal Assembly 
and will be good until 1988. The road is 
stocked for $1,000,000 of 10,000 shares. It has 
no bonded nor floating debt. 


ineluding stock 
in treasury, supplies, real estate, cars 
and horses, amount to 1, 881,000. I 
net earnin for the year 1887 were 
$80,131.21. It is estimated that the expenses of 
the road, were it converted intoacable line, 
could be cut down quite considerably. 
The cabling of the road, including the

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WM. M. BRYANT’S CLOSING LECTURE BE 
FORE THE DANTE CLUB. 


Raphael's ‘Sistine Madonna’ and His 
“Saint Cecelia“ and Titian’s ‘‘Ascension 
of Mary” Fully Discussed How the 
Works Contrast—The Antagonism Be- 
tween Domestic Duties and the Highest 
Intellectual Development. 


T the Dante Club 
William M. Bryant 
delivered the closing 
lecture of his course 
last Saturday. 
It was listened to by 
a large audience, 
who pronounced it 
the best effort of the 
course. Mr. Bryant 
spoke substantially 
as follows: ‘‘In the 
preceding lectures 
of the course the at- 
tempt was made to 
trace the successive 
stages in the devel- 
opment of religious 
conceptions, as por- 
trayed in representa- 
tive works of art. 
After noting the various phases of symbolism 
in architecture we sought the clew to the secret 
of the wondrously beautiful plastic art of the 
Greeks. This we found in the complete 
interfusion of two factors. The one was the 
inner or spiritual factor, as found in man him- 
self: the other was the outer or physical 
factor, as found in the forces of nature. The 
Greek gods were altogether human in churac- 
ter. They were superhuman only in the de- 
gree of their excelience and power. 

But even eo their excellence and power were 
conceived only as finite. It they could not be 
overmatched by other gods they could be de- 
throned by. men. It was in fact the very 
enthusiasm in the worship of the Greeks that 
led at length to thie result. No sooner were 
their gods perfectly portrayed, perfectiy com- 
prehended, than the Greeks came to be skep- 
tical concerning them, and raised altars to the 
unknown God. 

This skepticism we saw to be conspicuous 
as the leading characteristic of the typical 
works dt the decline of Greek art. In two of 
these works also (the Niobe and the Farnese 
Bull) woman was seen asthe central figure. 
Here, too, she appears, tor the first time, not 
as a goddess but as a human mother. 

But if in Greek art woman is so directly 
connected with the vanishing of the gods, on 
the other hand in Christian art she is far 
more conspicuously and essentially related to 
the return of the divine principle to the 
human world. 

The son of Mary is conceived to de ina 
special sense the son of God. At the same 
time de constantly declares himself to be the 
Son of Man. It is as it he would say: ‘‘I am 
not the son of one man merely, but the son of 
all men—the descendant of the race, the in- 
bheritor of all that goes to constitute the typi- 
cal man, and the typical man is God. 80, 
too, in recognizing as his brethren all men 


who do the will of the Father, he seems to 
— In claiming the divine nature for my- 
self I claim it equally for humanity.’’ 

In this faith, then, every memberof the 
race ia ideally equal with every other member 
ofthe race. Man and woman alike have the 
same infinite nature and the same infinite des 
tiny. Each has the inalienable right to such 
conditions as will tend best to unfold in him 
the essential characteristics of that typical, 
divine nature that is common to all. 


THESE CONDITIONS 

are found chiefly in the organic relations of 
man to man, of thinking unit to thinking 
unit. These organic relations constitute 

rimarily the family and seeondarily the two 
nstitutions through and in which the family 
is completed. One of these institutions is the 
State; that is, the family politically unfolded. 
The other is the church, Which ie the family 
developed into maturity on the religious side. 
Each of these is indeed a human institution 
expressive of man’s growing conception of 
his relation to the typicalman. At any given 
mament they areimperfectenough. At every 
moment they are found to need revision—ex- 
tension here, restriction there. Thus through 
the centuries do they approximate toward an 
— that yet ever remains immeasurably dis- 
ant. 

Let us note now that asentiment more or 
less suffused with thought finds its appro- 
petete expression in an image, and that when 

he image is a product of the creative imagi- 
nation it is a work of art. 

Those relations then in which the richest 
sentiments findtheir most natural stimulus 
will ever be found to furnish the finest themes 
forart. Thusitis that the family and the 
church, in which the domestic and the relig- 
jous sentiments find their native aphere, have 
ever proven inexhaustible in themes pecu- 
liarly suited to the noblest art representa- 
tions. Itishere too that woman finds her 
most —— sphere and rises to the di- 
vinest level. 

This is especially true of the Christian world 
where from the outset the most charming 
domestic scenes, as well as the loftiest re- 
ligious conceptions, are so presented as to be 
readily available to the genuine artist. 

What fine results are possible in the treat- 
ment of these domestic scenes we found indi- 
cated in the representations of the flight of the 
Holy Family into Egypt. How readily the 
central conceptions of the Christian faith yield 
themselves to artistic treatment we have seen 
in examining the chief representations of the 
transuguration, the resurrection and the clos- 
ing scenes in the life of Christ. : 


Andin all these woman has appeared, not | 


merely with that peculiar grace that specially 
beiongs to her, but also with that dignity that 
belongs to every buman being—to that unit 
whose rightfull name is man, that 16, be 
who thinks.’’ 

But besides such works as we have consid-

What multitudes of represcntations have been 
made of incidents chosen from the life of St. 
Catherine, of St. Barbara, of St. Agnes, of St. 
Margaret, of St. Ursula, of St. Cecelia!

The beauti- 
ful, divinely earnest mother is represented as 
descending out of the heavens—out of the In- 
finite—with her beautiful, divinely serious 
Child ‘‘enthroned in her arms.’’ Her feet 
rest lightly upon a cloud, while her garments

aside in such presence, praying in meek ear- 
nestness forthe divine favor upon the order 
whose chus this picture was intended to

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CELEBRATED ZEIFLE CASE GOES 
TRIAL IN THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


| THE 


An Examination Begun Into One of the 
te Defraud a Benevolent Association 
Out of Insurance Meoney—Mr. Bishop 
States the Accusation to the Jury. 


> 

Acase of more than usual interest is on 
trial in the Oriminal Court to-day. It is the 
trial of Robert Terry ona charge of attempting 
to defraud George Washington Couneil No, 16 
ofthe United States Benevolent Fraternity 
out ot 5,000 insurance money. The indict- 
ment returned was against Robert Terry, 
David Goldberg, Dr. Joseph Whittaker, Mrs. 
Annie Goldberg, alias Hertz, and August 
Koercher, but aseverance was granted the 
defendants and Terry placed on trial first. 
Quite an array of legal talent is employed in 
the case, the prosecution being represented 
by Charles P. Johnson, Circuit Attorney 
Clover and C. O. Bishop, while Joseph G. 
Lodge, A. A. Paxson and Louis A. Steber ap- 
peared for the defense. 

THE OPENING STATEMENT 

of the case, made by Mr. Bishop to the jury, 
sounded like a wierd French romance. Wm. 
J. L. Keller, Hy. Bolte, Jr., L. H. Tieman, 
Wallace H. Kendall, John T. Morley, J. D. 
Wasson, Frank H. Geiselman, Van W. Wilkin- 
son, Thomas N. Chapman, Edward H. Nolilt- 
ing, Charles L. Van Metre and 
Thomas Card compose the jury. Mr. 
B ishop stated to them that Charles Zeifle had 
come here from Texas suffering from con- 


mption. He entered the City Hospital and 
March 12 of last year was removed from 
at institution to the house of Mrs. Annie 
Hertz, nee Annie Goldberg, at Tenth and 
O’Falion streets. He was taken away from 
the hospital by Terry, who was an old ac- 
vaintance and supposed friend, and who had 
requently visited the hospital to see him. On 
March 16, 1888, a man, supposed to be August 
Koescher, was Initiated into George Washing- 
ton Council under the name of Charles Zeifle, 
and took out an insurance policy for $5,000 
made payable to his sister, Mrs. Annie Hertz. 
The latter was notasister of Charles Zeifle, 
who had been taken from the hospital, but a 
sister of David Goldberg. — paid the 
initiation fee of the new member in the 
lodge and was the only member who knew 
him. Dr. Whittaker gave a certificate that the 
an was in excelient physical condition. 
me days after the initiation of the bogus 
Zeifie, Terry notified the lodge thatthe new 
member was very sick at No. 2620 Franklin 
avenue. This was Koescher’s residence, and 
Zelle was really at Mrs. Hertz’s house 
on Tenth and O'Fallon streets, where 
Dr. Whittaker was attending him. Some 
days later Terry notified the lodge that he 
was afraid the new member would die and 
next notified them that he had died at No. 
2620 Franklin avenue. Zeifle had died at Mrs. 
Hertz’s but his body was taken to Bensick’s 
undertaking establishment and from tbere 
taken to the residence of Koescherat No. 2620 
Franklin avenue. Terry and Goldberg 
took the body there at ll o* clock 
at night. At the funeral 
next day there were pall-bearers from the 
Council and Mrs. Hertz was there heavily 
veiled and in deep mourning, and Terry intro- 
duced her as Zeifie’s sister from Herman, 
Mo. She rode out tothe Holy Ghost Cemetery. 
Whittaker gave a certificate that Zeifle had 
died of pneumonia on March 27 at 2620 Franklin 
avenue. Two ays after the burial 
Mrs. Annie chmidt, Zeifie’s real | 
sister was fitoified by Terry that her brother | 
was dead and buried, and told that he had 
requested that she be not notified until after 
bis burial, as be did not want to distress her. 
She was suspicious that all was not right, and 
had the body exhumed. She found 
it was her brother, disguised with a 
false wig whiskers. The pub-

Schmidt, had 
wanted him taken to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, but Zeifie’s condition was such that 
it would have been extremely hazardous to 
remove him, and Zeifle wanted to be left 


there. 

FRED BOTHMAN 
testified that Zeifie had boarded with him pre- 
vious to being sent to the City Hospital aud 
that Terry had visited Zeifle twice while the 
latter was at his house. 

Dr. Dalton of the City Hospital testified that 
when Zeifie was removed from the City Hos- 
pital he was very low and tbat his lungs were 
gone. Terry had him removed, Zeile wanting 
the change made. 

Mrs. Annie Schmidt, asister of Zeifle, was 
placed on the stand, but Mr. Lodge oreceped

FIVE MINERS ENTOMBED IN THE BLACK 
DIAMOND COLLIERY. 


The Sixth Man Certain te Be Taken Out 
Soon—Wreck of a Vessel—The Captain 
and Five of the Crew Drowned—A Train 
Gees Through a Trestle—One Man 
Killed—Casualties. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., March 15.—There is now 
very little hope of rescuing alive the six en- 
tombed miners at the Black Diamond col- 
liery. The scene of the accident is in the 
slope, 1,000 feet below the surface. Hopes 
were entertained of reaching two of them 
to-day, but a fall of coal bringing down 
with it thousands of tons occurred at 
8 o’clock this morning. It is believed that the 
men were then killed or will be killed by the 
coal which is constantly falling and crashing 
down the chamber, or suffocated for lack of 
air. Mine Examiner MeMutrie of Shamokin 
District reached the colliery late last night. 
It is estimated that it will take several days to 
drive a passage way to the men, and their 
exact fate cannot be determined at the present 


writing. There is a bare possibility that some 
spot of the roof of the mine will shelter them. 
ming experts say the Black Diamond was a 
very safe mine and that the causes leading to 
the accident could not have been foreseen. 
The name ofthe men are Patrick Leonard 
Michael Buggy, Peter Nearshalsky, Vincent 
Rukush, John Hall and one name unknown. 
Five of the six miners at Black Diamond 
colliery have been rescued alive and well, and 
the sixth will soon be brought to the surface.

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Work on the Machinery of the Concord and 
Bennington. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTou. s 

New Tonk, March B.—Tne work on the 
machinery for the cruisers Concord and Ben- 
mington is getting along ata rapid rate, and 


boilers for the Bennington are practically 
finished, those for the Concord are but little 
behind, while the machinery for the Benning · 
ton needs but the arrival of the steel shafts 
from the West Point foundry to finish up 
the work. As soon as these shafts 
arrive and the final work on the Bennington’s 
engines is completed, the machinery will be 
taken off the present bed plates to make way 
for the setting up of the Concord’s engine. 
Chief Engineer Ashton remarked yesterday 
that the boilers had not yet been tested and he 
hardly thought they would be until the ma- 
chinery was ready for moving. The boilers 
will either be tested right where they stand in 
the shops or will be taken out into the street. 
In the testing of machinery for a certain 
strength cold water is put into the boiler, a 
fire is lighted and the pressure is applied by 


the Yorktown’s boilers the pressure given the 
boilers was 250 pounds, and this will very 
likely be the pressure applied to the bollers 
of the Concord and Bennington. 
The cylinders will be tested by hydraulic 
pressure, but, as in the case of the 


boilers, they will not be subjected to the or- 
deal until all the work for the cruisers in the 
shop is at an end.

JUDGE BARTLETT'S PAPER, 


“Relations of Scientific Experts te the 4. 
ministration of Law.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

New YouR, March 15.—Judge Willard Bart- 
lett ofthe New York Supreme Court read a 
wonderfully interesting paper on ‘ ‘Some Rela- 
tions of Scientific Experts to the Administra- 
tion of the Law, before the Society of Medt- 
cal Jurisprudence and Medicine last night at 
the Hotel Birmingham. Inthe course of his 
address Judge Bartlett touched on the new 
electrical execution law and condemned on 
public grounds the ridiculous clause of the 
measure which attempts to prohibit news- 
papers from publishing the details of the exe- 
cution. 

In the near future, he said, ‘‘they (the 
scientific experts) will be called upon in the 
State to exercise anew function in devising 
the efact method of inflicting capital punish- 
ment under the recently adopted amendment 
of our law relating to the execution of the 
death penalty, and I am assured by one of the 
foremost electricians in the country that it 
will de by no means easy to overcome the 
practi difficulties in the way. 

THE NEW METHOD. 

„Without attempting now to discuss the 
sufficiency or the validity of the reasons which 
have led to the abolition of hanging in this 
State, it must be conceded that tbe uitimate 
public judgment as to the wisdom of the 
change to electricity will depend largely upon 
the practicability and effectiveness of elec- 
trical executions, and it is obvious that if the 
new method is to be succ it can only be 
made so by the intelligence and effort of 
scientific experts. 

‘‘Singularly enougb, however, the 2 
are not to be informed in what manner the 
new method works—at least not through the 
agency of the press. The Legislature has re- 
solved upon one of the most important 
chan in the method of inflicting the death 
penalty which has ever been attempted in any 
civilized country, and yet has forbidden the 
newspapers to publish any account of the de- 
tails of an execution under the new law be- 
yond a simple statement of the fact that the 
convict was duly executed. I think the pro- 

riety of this 2 is open to grave 

oubt, irrespective of any question as to the 
liberty of the press. 
A PERTINENT QUESTION. 
**‘Uniess the circumstances attending the in- 
fiction of capital punishment by means of 
electricity are made known to the public, how 
will the community at large be able to form 
any intelligent judgment as to whether its 
law-makers have done wisely in adopting this 
novel and almost untried method of putting 
murderers to death? The endeavor to repress 
publications which tend to cultivate a morbid 
and idle curiosity should not be carried 
so far as to prevent the people from readily 
finding out how their own laws are adminis- 
terea in repect to . of which 
those laws take cognizance.’ 
The judge also spoke of the laxity with 
which the average physician who was called 
in as a lunacy expert to sign a commitment of 
a patient to asylum, uently performed 
this responsible duty, and he advocated a 
law empowering the Supreme Court of the 
State to appoint one well ified expert 
every year in each of the five judicial de- 
partments in which the State is divided whose 
duty it should be to personally examine 
every person confined in alunatic asylum.

ASPLENDID BUILDING TO BE ERECTED AT 
NINTH AND WASHINGTON AVENUE. 


Pians Nearly Ready for the Structure and 
Work te Be Begun Within a Very Short 
Time—Description of the Building—Sales 
Made and Prices Obtained To.Day— 
Real Estate Information. 


Washington avenue has already become 
prominent as the finest wholesale street in the 
city, and shortly one of the finest banking 
houses in the country, a theater building and 
a hotel structure of commanding proportions 
will lend additional dignity to the specimens 
of commercial architecture that have been 
reared upon the thoroughfare within the past 
two years.
